is every reason to believe that Sherman 
is making his way triumphantly to the 
coast, 

The Herald's army of the Potomac 
correspondent of the 28th, says: There 
was more firing than usnal on the 27th. 
In the evening the rebels fired from an 
advanced point on their new line just 
beyond the famous Bermuda Handred 
tower. Our gunboats replied. On the 
morning of the 28th quite a brisk mus- 
ketry fire took place, but no battle en- 
sued. Rebel deserters report Ewell’s 
corps having gone south. Throughout 
all the 27th the firing on Dutch Gap was 
uncommonly heavy and persistent, but 
no damage was done. 

By a steamer from Fort Morgan we 
have late advices from the Gulf. Five 
of our gunboats lie in Mobile Bay. only 
three miles from the city. The rebels 
have important earthworks a little be- 
low the city. 

At Bagdad, on the Mexican side of the 
Rio Grande, an expeditionary Union 
force under Lieut. Col. Sterling, cap- 
tured a company of rebels, and a num- 
ter of small arms at Barren Bridge. 

Havana. Nov. 25th. 

The British steamer Solent left for 
Vera Cruz yesterday. Among the pas 
sengers is Baron Wettereadt, Minister 
frdm Sweden at Washington, who goes 
‘to Mexico to officially recognize the 
Empire. The new British Coneni for 
Cuba, Mr. Bunch. arrived yesterday.
